Barl Warren was born in Los 
Angeles on March 19, 1891, the 
first American-born son of 4 
Swedish mother and o Nar- 
weglan master rallroad-cur 
bullder who had been christened 
Varran, 

Earl was the first boy from 
his railroad = district to go to 
university, He gained o law 
degrec and in 1914 he was ad- 
mitted to the Californin Bar, 


Warren's parecr now fro- 
eressed oot on astonishing 
rate. He became clerk to the 
Yudlotary “Committes “of the 
State Legislature, Deputy 
City Attorney in Oakland, 
and then, only two years 
after being demobillsed, he 
was Deputy District Attorncy 
for Alameda County, 


In 1925, ot the age of 35, 


Worren was promoted to "1.A." 
and held the office for 14 years. 
During this time he was me 
gularly making headlines as a 
firm urholder of the law. 
Once he olegned up ao olty 
government, gnoling the Sheriff 
and his rich friends, and 
forcing the Mayor ond most 
of the Caunoll to retire. 

Warren was appointed Al- 
terney-General of Callfornia in 
1939. Four years later he was 
elected Republican Governor of 
Californta, a predominantly 
Democrat Stale- The second 
time he was re-clected wilh o 
Jandslide majority of a milllon 
voles, 

He beeame cxtremely popular 
In thls oMce and In 1D53 Pre- 
sident Eisenhower chose him to 
succeed the late Fred Vinson 
as the 14th Chief Justice, a post 
worth about) £10,000 a ycur and 
rated second in Importance only 
to the Presidency. 

Warren's views on soctal 
eceurity have often been more 
progressive than those of many 
Democrats. Hts proposal for a 
Btato modical Insurance scheme 
for California led him to being 
called a “Soctalfst.”
